ROAD SURFACES IN 
COUNTY DUBLIN. 


NEW COUNTY SURVEYOR’S 


REPORT. 


Mr. J. A. Ryan, the new County Surveyor 
for County Dublin, reported to the North 
Dublin Rural District Council on the condi- 
tion of the roads in that. area during the 
quarter ended 30th Seplember, 1924, as 
follows :— 

“I have the honour to submit my first re- 
port since taking ap duty as County Surveyor 
of Dublin. The period has been too short to 
permit of my acquiring a thorough knowledge 
of the roads and public works of your district, 
but at the same tithe the improvement of the 
roads of your area has engaged my active at- 
tention.

struction has not been able to with- 
stand the ever-incteasing destructive action 
of modern traffic. Water-bound macadam 
roads are the most uneconomical form of con- 
struction for heavy traffic. as the life under 
heavy traffic conditions is only about one 
year, whereas by the use of modern methods 
of construction, such as tar macadam, a life 
of from eight to tem years, may be reasonably 
expected. In this connection I may inform 
the Council that the County. Council have re- 
cently entered into a contract for the re- 
construction of the Dublin-Swords road in 
bituminous macadam at a cost of £18,500. 
The Council will be well. advised to make 
ample provision in their next year's estimate 
for surface treating all second-class roads 
with tar or tar compound, so as to preserve 
the surface of the roads against the destruc- 
tive action of fast traffic. In wet weather a 
waterproof surface is absolutely essential, aad 
will mean the doubling of the life of the road. 
‘ar surfacing’ costs roughly fourpence per 
square yard, and re-surfacing by steam-rolling 
with water-bound macadam costs about two 
shillings per square yard. 

“The Council will admit, therefore, that if an 
expenditure of sn py per square yard 
doubles the life ol surface costing two 
shillings per square vai that the treatment 
cf road surfaces with tar is a very good in- 
vestment. 

With a view to improve the surfaces of 
second class roads in your district, I submit 
for your approval proposals to re-surface the 
following routes 

‘Dublin-Howth road— To ‘re-surface in 
bituminous macadam 880 perches from county 
boundary at Furry Park to Howth Urban 
District houndary at Kilbarrack: lane. Esti- 
mated cost £7,000. 

“Malahide road To rersurface in water 
hound macadam and ‘surface dress with re- 
fined tar 940 perches, from Donnycarney to 
Balgrifin. Estimated cost, £4,000. 

Lower Lucan road—To re-surface in water- 
bound macadam and surface dress with pre- 
pared- tar 640 perches from Knockmaroon to 
district boundary at Astagob. Estimated cost, 
22.000. 

St. Margaret s road To re. surface in water 
bound macadam, and surface dress with re- 
fined tar sections of the roadway between the 
Ashbourne road at Finglas and the district 
boundary at Kilreask.

had to be used to haul up the stanchions: at 
prohibitive cost, and the massive roof has 
since cracked so seriously that it has had to 
be recovered with slates, Another pair of 
small cottages were bujlt-so strongly that men 
were at work on them for over & year;

A Railway Impasse. 


In accordance with the terms of the new 
Railways Act, the Free State Railway 
Tribunal has reviewed the existing rates 
of the companies which are now in process 
of amalgamation. ‘The Tribunal announced 
its decision yesterday. The Government, 
through its.Ministry of Industry and Com- 
merce, sought a reduction of 27 per cent. 
in the present goods rates and of 20 per 
cent. in passenger rates. This proposal 
was resisted strongly by the railway com- 
panies in the interests of their share- 
holders. At the hearing of evidence last 
week they stated that a reduction of even 
5 per cent. in rates would extinguish the 
Great Southern and Western Railway’s 
ordinary dividend, while a reduction of 12 
per cent. would prevent any payments on 
the Preference Stock; and the other com- 
panies, of course, are in a like, or even 
more serious, position. The Tribunal, 
however, has decreed a general reduction of 
rates and passenger fares, which will come 
into operation on the first day of next 
year. The schedule which accompanied 
the decision classifies the reductions under 
various heads, in a rather complicated 
fashion; but it seems to involve an all- 
round reduction of not less than 12 per 
cent. in rates and fares. No doubt, 
the companies will hasten to publish 
a clear analysis of the effect of these 
reductions on their revenues; but it is 
certain that the immediate result must 
be. a large loss of income. If the figures 


sound, the possibility of future payment 


stantial increase of traffic and a drastic 
reduction of working charges. At the 
pmesent moment neither of these develop- 
ments is in sight. 


The country is on the horns of a for- 
midable dilemma. On the one hand, the 
need of cheaper and better railway trans- 
port is extreme. Commerce is being 
strangled by oppressive rates and fares ; 
‘they constitute a handicap upon our agri- 
cultural industry which must defeat all 
the Government's eflorts to meet the fierce 
competition. of Denmark and other 
nations. The new reductions would be a 
boon to the Free State if they were not 
vitiated by a thoroughly bad principle. 
They are helping one section of the com- 
munity at the expense of another. The

The Sixpenny Tax. 

Yesterday in Dail Eireann the new tax 
on all parcels entering the Free State 
was attacked with much vigéur. This 
was the first occasion when members had 
an opportunity to express their views on 
the imposition. Major Bryan Cooper pro- 
posed, and Professor Thrift seconded, a 
resolution “that the charge of sixpence 
collected on all parcels originating out- 
side the Saorstat should not have been 
imposed without consultation with the 
Dail."’ No voting took place on this reso- 
lution yesterday, but the debate will be 
‘continued to-morrow. An amendment pro- 
posed by Mr. Johnson, also condemning 
the failure to consult the Dad, but con- 
taining the words, “while approving of 
the charge of sixpence collected on each 
postal parcel originating outside the 
Saorstat,’’ was defeated by forty-seven 
votes twelve. The Minister for 
Finance, who took up the cudgels 
on behalf of the Minister for Posts 
and Telegraphs, declared that '' there 
was no. doubt. that it was in the 
power of the Post Office to impose the 
charge without consultation with the 
Dail”. It is not unnatural, however, 
that members of that House resent, with 
Major Cooper, the action which has turned 
the Dail into a second string to the 
Cork Chamber of Commerce,” to. which 
body Mr. J. J. Walsh explained the 
purpose of the-tax over a fortnight ago. 
The Government's failure to consult the 
Dail before this important order was 
put into operation cannot be excused. 
Even those who, like Mr. Johnson, 
approve of the charge itself combine with 
its critics in condemning the method 
by which it has been enforced. Mr. 
Blythe used the same arguments which 
Mr. Walsh had put before the Cork 
Chamber of Commerce. He said that a 
heavy burden was placed upon the Post 
Office in the Free State by the number 
of parcels received from Great Britain, 
which is far larger than the number sent 
out of the country. Only half the net 
postal charge is received from the British 
Post Office, and as a consequence the 
delivery of parcels from Great Britain 
before the new arrangement was a sub- 
sidised service. It is easy to sympathise 
with Mr. Blythe in his desire to turn 
the scale the other way, but the imposi- 
tion of the sixpenny charge is an unfair 
and unsound expedient. This tax con- 
stitutes a vexatious burden on the whole 
community, As Major Cooper said, there 
is ‘hardly a household in the Free State 
which has not ‘a member in the United 
States, the Six Counties. or in Great 
Britain. At Christmas time, without 
doubt, nearly every household will; receive 
presents from these relations abroad, and 
it is not fair that gifts of small pecuniary 
value should be subjected to-a tax of six-

articles. The argument. that the tax will 
help Irish traders has been condemned 
generally in commercial circles in the Free 
State. 


Thomas Linacre. 


Four hundred years ago died Thomas 
Linacre, founder and first President of 
the Royal College of Physicians in 
England. Born at Canterbury about 
1460, ‘Linacre studied at Oxford and pro- 
ceeded to Padua to learn Greek and 
medicine. He was subsequently King’s 
physician to Henry VII. and Henry VIII. 
In Italy he had acquired an enthusiasm 
for the New Learning, and his chief con- 
tribution to the progress of that world-. 
wide intellectual revolution which we call 
the Renaissance was to translate Galen 
in;o Latin, and so to make accessible to 
the new world the entire corpus of the 
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days rurgeons and physicians, ei 
by anwsthetics, “ X-rays'” and many 
chemical expedients, have been enabled 
to perform what men of even a century” 
ago would have counted miracles. We, 
who marvel at the Comparative crúdity 
of surgery and medicine in our grand- 
father’s. days, hardly can realise what 
fartago. of absurdity. passed for the healing 
art before Linacre rose to draw from the 
ancient world the inspiration of his 
beneficent toils. Modern medicine has so 
far conquered pain that some praisers of 
past times declare that the race is being 
softened unduly and that we should be 
better men if it fell to us, as to Nelson’s 
seamen, to see amputated limbs branded 
with hot iron. Yet no former generation 
‘of men ever faced such physical and 
mental horrors as were poured forth, in 
poms days, on the unflinching: youth of all

‘Esto perpetua was said first of Venice. 
When of late» rumour had it that the 
Venetian gondolas were to be abolished, 
many feared that the city, throned on 
her hundred isles; was about to lose one 
of the most picturesque features of her 
life. Motor boats, it was said, were oust-

For a while the 
gondola of Venice will survive, like tho 
side-car of Dublin—a racy symbol, 
assuring the tourist of his ‘whereabouts 
and giving the colour of an adventure to 
his journeyings. It is odd that men 
delight in inconveniences in. their leisure 
hours. They find pleasure in the strenuous 
life when they are off duty. Men will trudge 
for miles round a golf course after a little 
white ball, and women will travel as far 
again in a night's dancing, though neither 
has patience. to go a few furlongs by foot 
in the way of business. Folk who scold 
their servants for an ill-codked dish will 
climb to the top of a pathless hill to drink 
tea made badly with water half-heated on 
a fire of heather. If we could maintain 
our holiday mood in our daily life—the 
mood that prefers the slow and romantic 
gondola to the rapid and malodorous 
motor launch—if, in short, we could take 
all life as an adventure, we might free 
ourselves of half the vexatians of our lot.

Srr,—I think that I voice a very general 
feeling when I characterise the notice sent to 
your issue of to-day on: the ejection of the 
Royal Dublin Society from Leinster House as 
adding insult to injury.. It appeais to regard 
blessing in disgmise. All the 
members whom I have met—and they are 
mainv—regard it as a bitter misfortune and 
the death-blow, from a cultura! point of view, 
to the Society. This includes members of the 
Council who deplore the move ta Ballsbridge, 
but say they had no choice and were simply 
told to go. 

Nothing can be mote misleading than the 
plea that sixty per cent, of the members live 
in. the district. I am one of these, but am 
much further from Ballsbridge than from 
Kildare street, to which all trams lead, while 
none goes conveniently to Ballsbridge, where 
I do not find myself once in the year, and I do 
not think I am exceptional in this. The ad- 
vantage of Leinster House was that one com- 
bined one’s library, club rooms; concerts, etc., 
with one’s daily -voeatiows, utilising im this 
way stray half-hours between other business 
and occupations. This cannot be done at 
Ballsbridge, as going and coming would take 
up all the time. To go into the noble rooms 
of Leinster House and wile away an hour 
was a rest and refteshment which the exciting 
prospects of tea and luncheon, the great new 
atiractions, do not seem to counterbalance. 

ere are a dozen good refreshment rooms 
within a step of Kildare street,’ but, no doubt, 
the -more enthusiastic of those who guide 
the Society's destiny“ will not stop at these, 
but wilk add switchbacks. and ‘swings to its 
future amenities. i 

The eause of the whole cruel business seems 
to be the fool d vacillating want of a proper 
decision on thé part of the Oireachis and the 
public as to the permanent place for, the 
Parliament. There are many simple. and 
obvious solutions. for this question, which 
would be far cheaper, to us in the long run 
than these make-shifts, and would prevent 
people from pulling.in different directions, 
wasting effort and money—a concert room in 
Ballsbridge built out of the taxpayers’ money 
and a citizens’ hall to be built in Dublin 
while another of the few architectural 
treasures left to us is destroyed in trying to 
make it into a Parliament House. We must 
hope before this vandalism goes any further 
that, at a general meeting. of the Royal 
Dublin Society, the members may be allowed 
to enter their protest.

THE PRESERVATION OF GAME.

Sin, For many years I successfully grouped 
three estates together and preserved a large 
lot of game on them; byt as soon as these 
properties were sold to the tenants every 
head of game was shot off—not by the 
tenants at all, as they simply took no in- 
terest in it, but by their workmen and local 
poachers. It is not worth while to try to 
ors game on any farm of less than 200 
righ acres, and hardly even on that much, 
as, even if the occupier of .200 ‘acres’ wishes. 
to preserve his place, everything on it will be 
killed. by surrounding “occupiers, who, no 
doubt, think that they may as well have 
whatever is going as anyone else. | | 
The Land Commission are now taking over 
the holdings of 70,000 unpurchased tenants 
under the Irish Land Act of 1923, whieh very 
distinctly states that the sporting rights on 
these holdings shall ‘be considered to be of 
no appreciable value: If nothing is done to 
alter this view of. the matter, the Act com- 
pletes the destruction of all game and sport- 
ing rights in the Irish Free State. These, 
i am info on good authority, were lately 
of the value of five millions a year. I suggest 
that the sporting rights on these 70,000 hold- 
ings should be permanently controlled by the 
Land Commission, who should group. them to 
the best advantage and let the shootings at 
a rent, giving the preference to the nearest 
local resident sportsman who already has any 
considerable holding of his own: and will know 
how to preserve such sporting rights.—Yours,

Canvassers Busy. 


Personal canvass by the candidates in the 
London constituencies is being practised 
more at this election than for many years 
past. Conservative candidates especial! 
ure adopting this form of electioneerin, 
and it has much to recommend it. Pat 
workers and voluntary canvassers are use: 
ful, but their visits lack the interest which 
a call from the candidate himself excites 
One organiser with a long experience oi 
London electoral affairs expressed the view 
to-day that the more time a candidate 
devotes. to. house-to-house visits the more 
prospect he has of success, even thouch 
it may mean fewer public meetings. This 
is particularly the case with Conservatives 
where a personal call may make all the 
difference between the attitude of apath) 
which loses so many votes, and the interest 
which prompts the support of one to whoin 
the elector has had a few minutes’ talk 


Candidate's Microphone.

Sir Laming Worthington-Evans, the 
Conservative candidate for Colchester, is 
sufiering badly from the attempts made by 
Socialist sympathisers tog break up his 
meetings,’ but he goes on unperturbed. Ile 
has taken the precaution to provide him 
self with a microphone, and this he hangs 
round his neck, while it is connected with 
loud speakers in different parts of thie 
hal. When the rowdiness begins Sit 
Laming simply goes on with his speec! 
and the audience, with the exception ol 
those in the immediate neighbourhood oe! 
the noise centre, can hear him fairly well. 
The device has proved so effective that the 
interrupters get tired before the speaker 
It is evident that the gang working against 
him is an organised one; for it comes to 
his meetings with gongs and tea trays and 
other noise-making instruments. The loca! 
Socialist leaders condemn the demonstra- 
tions, but it makes little difference. 


A New Form of Inquisition 


Great resentment has been caused by tlie 


Leurious action of the Ministry of Labour 


with regard to unemployed men who are 
canvassing during the election. Mr. 
Shaw. the Minister of Labour, has had 
posted up in the Labour Exchanges a 
notica threatening with penalties any 
person in receipt of the dele who under- 
takes paid clerical work or canvassing. 
Mr. Austen Chamberlain took up the point 
and Mr. Shaw consented to amend the 
order—since canvassers cannot be paid 
making it necessary for all such workers 
to report what they were doing at the 
Labour Exchanges. This is quite a new 
form of inquisition, and, inasmuch as 
canvassers are at liberty to work for their 
party if they do not neglect any oppor— 
tunity of procuring work, it is rather sug 
gestive of the ‘methods favoured by 
Socialists. The Conservative headquarters 
have thought it necessary to advise can- 
vassers that they are not under anv oblica 
tion to reveal their unpaid political work 
to any Labour Exchange. 


The Position of the Liberal. 


Labour hopes to bring about the final 
destruction. of Liberalism, since it recor- 
nises that, until it or the Conserva- 
tives gain a clear majority over all 
other parties, Liberalism will always 
be a dominating factor in the forma- 
tien of a Government. Fiberaism has 
now declared with no wneertain voice 
that it will never help Labour again, Con- 
sequently Liberalism must “be smashed. 
A great party, however, is not so easily 
destroyed, and it may be that Liberalisin 
will show a marked recovery in the 
coming election, though very few people 
now think so. In any. case, it is reported 
that there is a distinct revival of 
Liberalism in Scotland, and that it is 
highly probable that many voters wh» 
went over to Labour at the last election 
may return to the Liberal fold on tiis 
occasion. It is feared that the result o! 
this change may not be strong enough to 
be apparent when the polls are declare, 
but it is heaped that the change will be 
revealed as.time goes on. 


The Rassian Loan. 


The Prime Minister will probably be 
saying to-day, Save me from my 
friends. M. Litvinoff, the Soviet 
Assistant Commissioner lor  Foreicn 
Affairs, has just given utterance to a 
statement which puts the case for the 
Russian loan in a nutshell. According 
to our agreement with the Labour Govern- 
ment, we pay England for the loan with 
the money received from English pockets. 
but our pockets are untouched. If 
England is so easily satisfied. so much 
the better for us.” This is the kind of 
thine which the people of this countrv 
ought to know, and it is better that i! 
should come from the Russian friends o| 
the Government. 


Faked i German Figures. 


It is possible that the German financie: 
have another little scheme in haue 
whereby the Allies may suffer further 
disappointment; for Dr. Kuezynski, wh 
is an eminent statistician, has public!: 
declared, and without denial. that the 
returns of the receipts from taxation pu! 
lished by the German Government ever 
ten davs are not correct. In fact, he san 
that thev are faked. Ii this contention is 
right, the question arises for what nu! 
pose the German Government is lending 
itself to such deceit: It is suggested that 
it is once again inflating, ‘and tries to 
hide the fact by making receipts 
apparently balance the expenditure 
Prices are beginning to rise—another 
indication that suggests inflation. Brea’! 
has gone up by fifty per cent. in six weeks 
The loaf is sold at the same price. but 
its weight has been reduced by one-third. 
while rve bread is tenpence a quarter 
loaf. The danger of inflation ix that i! 
might have a serious effect on the opera 
tion of the Dawes plan.

INCONCEIVABLE. 


Major’ Bryan Cooper said that Deputy 
Johnson was like the man who writes letters 
to the newspapers—he knew more about 
everyone s business than the people engaged 
therein, In contrast with the deputy’s 
theoreti¢al ‘knowledge of what was good for 
trade in Dublin. be held in his hand a letter 
from. one of the largest wholesalers in the 
city, who did. not consider that the tax was 
beneficial to trade.

Later a wounded man was 
arrested at an hospital where he had 
sought treatment. 


REGISTERED LETTERS 
SEIZED. 


FLIGHT OF THE GUNMEN. 


The shooting was the climax to the seizure, 
between three and four o'clock, of a Post 
Office motor cycle and side-car, in which 
registered letters and parcels were being 
taken along the Malahide road to the Fairview 
Post Office. Near Killester the driver was 
“held up! by two young men who carried 
Smith and Wesson revolvers. They ordered 
him to surrender the car, and immediately 
took control of it, driving off in the direction 
of Killester. 

The outrage was reported to the police in 
Dublin, and in a short time a squad of armed 
detectives arrived at Killester. They con- 
ducted a search of the neighbourhood,’ and 
soon discovered the motor cycle, which had 
heen abandoned by. the robbers before they 
took a short cut through the fields in the 
direction of Drumcondra. Some of the de- 
tectives were then placed at points along the 
Drumcondra tram route, with instructions to 
watch all tramcars for two men answering 
to the descriptions which had been supplied 
to the police, 


SHOOTING ON A TRAMCAR. 


The vigilant watch maintained by the 
detectives was soon rewarded. Shortly before 
five o'clock two men answering the descrip- 
tions of the wanted persons were seen seated 
on a city-bound tramcar which had come to a 
stand-still in Lower 
the entrance to the North Circular road. The 
men, it is thought, had mounted the car near 
the Drumcondra terminus. Two detectives 
tan to the car, and while one went inside his 
companion mounted the stairs leading to the 
deck. When he appeared on the top of the 
car a shot was fired at him, and then the 
men rushed to escape by the front stairs past 
the driver. 

The detective leaned over the top rail of 
the car and fired as they ran up the North 
Circular road. One of the fugitives was 
hit on the arm, and the revolver 
which he carried fell from his hand. 
The wounded man collapsed soon after, and 
the detective, believing that he could not get 
away, fired at his companion, but n#sed him.

Railway rates.in the Free State are to 
be reduced.from the beginning of next year 
as the result of the findings of the Railway 
Tribunal, which were announced yesterday: 

Passenger fares will 
cheaper as the result of the reduction of 
the ordinary fares from 100 per cent. to 
75 per cent. above the 1914 figure—thus 
the present 20s. fare will be 17s. 6d. after 
January 1st, and the 2s. will be Is. 9d. 

All goods rates have been revised, and 
coal, cattle and general merchandise will 
be reduced on January list by 20 to 30 
points, and the flat rate per ton is also 
to be lowered—in seme cases by 50 per 
cent. 


THE JUDGMENT. 

The decision of the Tribunal was announced 
in Court No. 3 in Dublin Castle, 

The Chairman (Judge O’Brien, K. C.) said 
that they had given this matter the most 
careful consideration during the very limited 
time available, having regard to the fact that 
they were constrained by the statute to give 
a decision within three months from the 23rd 
July, 1924, the date of the passing of the 
Railway Act. That three months expired on 
October 25rd. The Tribunal were indebted to 
the railway companies and the Ministry for 
Industry and Commerce for the assistance re- 
ceived. They had come to the determination 
that there myst be a modification of the 
charges, and that those modifications must be 
reductions of those charges. They hoped that 
the reductions at which they had arrived 
would not only benefit the travelling and 
trading public, but would also bring increased 
traffic to the railway companies, with a result- 
ant benefit. to them. La 

The crucial 12 the order of the Court 
dealt first with passenger charges and fares. 
They ordered that on and from January ‘Ist, 
1928, the maximum charges for season tickets 
would 

(a) Ordinary season tickets—The charges 
which were in operation on August 4, 1914, 
with an addition of 60 per cent. The former 
figure was 75 per cent. 

(b) Traders’ season tickets—The charge as 
for an ordinary season ticket, less 20 per cent. 
The maximum fares, other than workmen's 
fares, to be charged for the conveyance of 
passengers shall be the fares in operation on. 
August 4, 1914, with an addition of 75. per 
cent. The former figure was 100 per cent., and

the effect of the order was that a 2s. fare 


would become Is, 9d. and a 20s. fare 178. 6d. 

The maximum tolls, rates, and charges to 
be charged in respect of the undertaking of 
each of, the amalgamating and absorbed: com- 
pahies shall be the tolls, rates, and charges 
specified in the schedule, ‘subject to certain 
modifications, or statutory maxima in opera- 
tion in January, 1920. They confirmed the 
special increases of 4 per cent. and 10 per 
cent., which had not been shared by the 
Great Southern and Western Railway Com- 
pany at as early a date as other companies 
Notwithstanding anything in the order, where, 
since August 15, 1 any toll, rate, or 
charge of an amalgamating or absorbed com- 
pany had been reduced lower than the charges 
specified in the schedule, such lower charge 
shall remain in force as a maximum charge 
in respect of the particular traffie to which it 
applied, and nothing in the order shall affect 
the rates ot charges of the amalgamating and 
absorbed companies for parcels and mails con- 
veyed for the Minister for Posts and Tele- 
graphs. . * 

The order also appointed January 1st, 1925, 
as the day on which the modifications shall 
come into operation. 


THE SCHEDULE, 


The schedule was as follows: 

Tolls, ratés and ‘charges to be charged as

FRANCE AND THE 
VATICAN. 


PREMIER’S STATEMENT. 


PARIS, Wednesday. 

Speaking before the Finance Committe of 
the Chamber, M. Herriot to-day made a 
statement on the credits fo” the Embassy to 
thé Vatican. M. Herriot said that, in not 
asking. for credits for the Vatican Embassy, 
he was adhering to the Ministerial declara- 
tion. ‘He further stated that in his opinion 
the maintenance of an Embassy at the 
Vatican was not justified from any point 
of view, no matter from what standpoint the 
matter was viewed. ; 

The Premier then referred to the question 
of the eventual resumption of relations with 
the Soviet Government, and explained (1) 
the conditions. in which he considered the 
de jure recognition might be made, the under. 
takings entered into, and the treaties signed 
by Frence being reserved; (2) the conditions 
in which the resumption of relations fesult- 
ing frem the recognition and examination of 
the Conventions might be made. This re- 
sumption ot relations, M. Herriot stated, 
would be subordinate to questions connected 
with France's credit. 

After the Premier. had finished speaking, 
the Committee tabled an amendment propos 
ing the increase of the credits for the 
Embassy at the Vatican. 

The amendment was. rejected by twenty 
votes against twelve. 

M. Bokanowski, after explaining that in 
his view France should not depart in any 
way from her present policy, proposed a credit 
‘of 100,000 francs for diplomatic representation 
in Russia. 

M. Blum subsequently proposed a motion 
for the adjournment of the amendment until 
the Premier should make a formal request for 
the credit for represeritation in Russia from 
the Finance Committee. 

M. Blum's amepdment was adopted by 
twenty votes agai three. There were six 
abstentions, 

The estimates for the Ministry of Foreign

SIR C. FALLS’S. 
OPINION. 


REPUBLICAN PARTY’S 
ACTIVITY.

OMAGH, Wednesday. 

Electioneering in the Fermanagh-Tyrone 
constituency is proceeding quietly enough. 
No incidents of any consequence are re- 
ported from either county. 

The Republican campaign is à very 
unobtrusive affair, lacking entirely that 
enthusiasm and earnestness which usually 
characterise the party’s efforts in election 
contests in the South. 

The Republicans have held but one 
meeting up to the present, and for the 
most part their activities seem to be con- 
fined to canvassing and the organisation 
of election committees. Although she was 
expected to-day, Miss MacSwiney has not 
yet made her appearance in the con- 
stituency. .She is billed to address a 
Republican meeting in the town of Omagh 
at 8 o’clock p.m. to-morrow. It is not 
unlikely, I am told, that she will be 
accompanied by Mr. Austin Stack, T.D. 

Mr. David Kent, another Republican T.D., 
arrived here this evening, and he has 
addressed some meetings in Tyrone. He will 

o on to Fermanagh. To-night he left 
Omagh to hold meetings at Knockmoyle, 
Galbally, and other places; but for some un- 
explained reason this programme was 
cancelled at the last moment; so that not a 
single meeting in support of the candidatures 
of the Republican nominees wae held in the 
constituency to-day. 

For some days past Nationalist registration 
agents have been despatching posters to every 
district in dhe two counties, pointing out that 
every vote given in the coming election is a 
vote for partition, and calling upon all 
Nationalists to keep away from the polls on 
the 29th instant.

“THE REAL ISSUE.” 

Addressing a meeting in support of his own 
candidature and that of Sir Charles Falls at 
Fintona to-day, Mr.Pringle, K. C., said that the 
real issue before the electors was the welfare 
and happiness of every man and woman in 
Tyrone and Fermanagh, without distinction 
of creed or Ea It was not a fight be- 
tween Catholics and Protestants. ~ He asked 
his audience what was to be gained by their 
transference to the Free State? 

If they wished to pay considerably more 
for the necessities of life, they could vote for 
inclusion in the Free State. They knew, 
however, the settled conditions of the North, 
and they knew that in the North their lives 
and property were secure. Apart from 
higher taxation, inclusion in the Free State 
meant a reduction in their old age pensions 
of one shilling a week. 

He regretted to say that there was a great 
number of unemployed in the North, but he 
wished to remind them that the number in 
the South was greater. 

We have no quarrel with the Free State, 
declared Mr. Pringle, except for such friction 
as has arisen over the boundary question, 
and when that is settled we will join hands 
with the Free State in working for the pros- 
perity of the whole of Ireland. 

He thoroughly agreed with Mr. Cahir Healy 
that the people of the North had been used 
as a catspaw by the politicians of the South. 
It the people in the North once realised that 
they could settle their own differences, 
in the Northern Parliament, then prosperity, 
good-will and happiness would come to them. 

No logical arguments had been put forward 
by their opponents in the present election as 
to why the North should become part of an 
Irish Republic. All the logic in the case 
pointed in the other direction, and warned 
them not to go into an area which might 
develop into an Irish Republic. 

Mr. William Coote, M. P., declared, amidst 
laughter, that if the Republicans were re- 
turned it would not be to Parliament, but to 
the graveyard.

Asked at Epping, Essex, yesterday, 
whether he would support Ulster if the 
Boundary Commission took territory from 
her beyond that required for the mere 
rectification of the boundaries, Mr. 
Churchill said that he thought there was 
no doubt—the Treaty terms were so plain—- 
that the Commission would be bound to 
confine themselves to mere frontier rectifi- 
cation. 

He deprecated the use of minatory 
language regarding what would happen 
afterwards in the event of an unsatis- 
factory solution. It was perfectly clear 
that it was not intended that Ulster 
should be mutilated and destroyed. 


FREE STATE TRADE 
WITH BELGIUM. 


NEW DIRECT SERVICE 
INAUGURATED. 


-“ 


A development of much interest to those 
associated with the Irish cattle trade, and the 
welfare of the Port of Dublin was inaugurated 
yesterday, when the 1,300 ton vessel, 
General Leman, entered the Alexandra 
Basin from Antwerp, with a genera] cargo, 
after the discharge of which she enters on the 
new service of direct cattle export to Belgium. 
Her cargo included basic slag, iron, raisins, 
glass and matches. 

The company which is responsible for this 
new enterprise includes Senator J. J. Parkinson, 
as Chairman; Messrs. M. Cuddy, J. P. Cuffe, 
and R. J. Duggan, on the Irish side; while 
there are three Belgians on the Continental 
directorate. | 

The General Leman, which reached the 
Liffey early in the morning; was, like the ss. 
Brussels now engaged in the cattle and cargo 
trade, involved in the Great War, during 
which she was captured from the Germans 
by the Belgians, and was subsequently 
utilised in their coastal traffic. Designed for 
general cargo carriage, she is now specially 
fitted for hve stock transport. 

The syndicate which is responsible for the 
new traffic is registered at Antwerp, with a 
capital of 500,000 frances; and the master and 
crew of the steamship are Belgians. Captain 
de Corte, who made the voyage from Antwerp 
in three days described his vessel as 
pleasantly seaworthy, and capable of gen 
good time, despite the fact that the initia 
trip was made under heavy conditions of 
wind and visibility. 

Flying the Free State flag from her fore- 
mast, and the registration ensign from her 
aft-deck, the steamer looked trim and neat; 
and when the Belgian Consul (M. Maurice 
Goor) and the Vice-Consul, with Messrs. 
R. J. Duggan, J. P. Cuffe, and M. Cuddy 
went on board they were taken to the saloon 
of the vessel, where an informal reception 
was given to the captain and officers. 

The General Leman will leave Dublin on 
Friday morning with a cargo of stock. For 
the present shipments of cattle will be limited 
to 300 head per fortnight. It is understood 
that the scheme, which is being worked 
with enthusiam at both ends of the service. 
will in due course develop into a weekly trip. 

During the day a number of citizens 
visited the vessel and displayed a keen 
interest in her.

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OLD AGE PENSIONS. 
— 
BIG REDUCTION IN COST ‘TO 
FREE STATE. 

The effect of the cut in the scale of 
old. age pensions and of the recent review of 
pensions for stricter application of the means 
clause, has heen to — expenditure on old 
age pensions in the Free State to an extent 
which in a full year would mean a saving 
of more than £428,000. 

A return presented to the Dail shows that 
on: ólst March this year 122.845 pensions 
were payable, representing a yearly cost of 

,089,380. By September 5th the number 
of pensions was reduced to 119,031, represent- 
ing a yearly cost of £2,661,149. 

Detailed figures in the return show that, 
apart from the cut of a shilling, hundreds 
of pensions have been reduced on review of 
the pensioners’ means. 

Whereas in March, 112,439 pensioners (that 
is, all but 10,000 out of the whole number of, 
pensioners) received the full amount, the 
combined total of nine-shilling and ten-shilling 
pensions in September, following the cut 
and review, was 92,158. It 1s interesting to 
note’ that 34,348 persons still draw pensions 
at the ten-shilling rate. 

At the other end of the scale a vension of a 
shilling a week was drawn by 65 persons in 
March, but 634 in September:

HOUSING AND THE 
ELECTION, 


THE LARQUR MANIFESTO,

In a leading article Te Times observes :— 
One of the minor inconveniences of an election 
is that it brings into party coutroversy urgent 
social problems, which in themselves are not 
party questions, and which can be solved only 
by co-operation between the parties. Housing is 
a leading example of suen problems. The 
Labour Party manifesto puts in the torefront 
of its achievements its work for housing. In 
the face of “much opposition” it has 
passed what it calls “the great housing 
charter, the Statute that enabled the local 
authorities and the building industry to 
engage in a fifteen years’ uninterrupted build- 
ing programme, with such generous financial 
assistance as will provide, in the first place, 
houses to be let at low rents; in the second 
place, a separate dweiling for every family 
in the land; and, thirdly, a continuous policy 
of slum clearance and an ending of over- 
crowding.” 

It would be hard to compress a greater 
number of misleading statements into a single 
sehtence. The opposition was not to the 
provision of houses, hut to the expenditure 
of enormous sums, without any assurance 
that the number of houses would thereby be 
increased, The fifteen years’ period is one of 
Labour’s good intentions; the Housing Act 
makes provision for only three years. The 
assurance of a separate house for every family 
and an ending of over.crowding can be given 
only by a change in methods of building or 
by an increase in the number of skilled 
building operatives. For such an increase 
the charter makes very inadequate and 
indirect provision. With a change in methods 
it does not deal.

A CAMPAIGN OF 
DESTRUCTION. 

Plans made by the Third (Communist) In- 
ternational, which is closely associated with 
the Soviet Government for the destruction 
of the British Empire, are disclosed in a 
pamphlet which is published by the Russian 
National Students’ Association in Paris, states 
The Times. The statements, which are fully 
documented, are based on official declarations 
and writings of the leaders of the Third Inter- 
national, and describe the work which that 
organisation has set out to accomplish in 
the British Dominions and Dependencies in 
order to provoke a revolution, At the Con- 
gress of the International held in Moscow 
last June and July a change of policy was 
decided on. 

The plan of campaign for achieving the de- 
struction of the British Empire was being 
worked out on four main lines :— 

(1) Sapping work by local organisations, (2) 
the gradual splitting off of huge lumps of 
the British Empire by means of insurrections, 
(3) the preparation, according to a definite 
plan of a simultaneous outbreak in all 
Colonies, (4) the combination of all these 
methods. 

The majority of the Executive Committee 
declared themselves in favour of the fourth 
method, on the ground that. the varied 
character of the British Dominions made it 
imperative to use this method.

NORWEGIAN ELECTIONS. 


COMMUNISTS DEFEATED.

The most notable feature of the Norwegian 
elections has been the defeat of the Com- 
munists, who profess adherence to the Moscow 
International.

There is real alarm in Labour circles 
for the safety of the Prime Minister's 
seat, the Aberavon Division of Glamorgan 
which he has represented since 1922. 

Aberavon was Liberal so recently as 
1918, when Major Edwards had nearly a 
6,000 majority. 

Mr. Ramsay Macdonald challenged it in 
1922 and won it in a triangular fight 
the Unionist being in a minority of — 
three thousand, and the former National 
Liberal receiving only 5,000 odd on a total 
poll of over 30,000. Last year the Liberals 
did not put forward a candidate, and Mr. 
Macdonald, in a straight fight with the 
Unionist, increased his majority a few 
hundreds to 3,512.

MORE ROWwY SCENES. 

The breaking up of meetings is much 
resented by both Unionists and Liberals, 
and it is recalled that Mr. Sidney Webb, 
on the eve of the campaign, prophesied “a 
dirty election.” The danger is that there 
will be retaliation, as is openly hinted at 
by Sir Alfred Mond. 

When he was interrupted in the Fly 
Division last night, Sir Alfred Mond said 
that “ unless Labour quickly learn that 
we are not going to be Bolshevised, they 
will get some rough houses in the various 
constituencies. ’’ 

There were further scenes at yesterday's 
meetings. Sir Robert Horne was howled 
down whilst attempting to address a meet- 
ing at Hillhead, Glasgow. Several 
were ejected, but the speech had to be 
abandoned. 

Wild disorder marked Sir Robert 
Horne’s second meeting at Partick. 
Storms of boohs and hissing greeted his 
attempt to speak, and eventually three 
interrupters had to be forcibly ejected by 
the stewards. Pandemonium prevailed, 
and ladies rushed to the platform for 
protection. The proceedings terminated 
with cheering and boohing. 

Mr. Asquith, in the middle of his speech 
at Paisley last night, was subjected to 
noisy interruptions, and said he would not 
proceed further if the rowdy section did 
not desist. 

The Conservative candidate’s meeting at 
North Lambeth, London, was the scene of 
considerable rowdyism. An attempt was 
made to rush the gangways, and during a 
disturbance one of the stewards had’ his 
head cut and was removed to the infirmary, 
where he remains in a serious condition. 
During the proceedings the Chairman read 
the Public Meetings Act in the presence of 
a large number of police. This partially 
quelled the disturbance, and the mecting 
continued. ‘At the end, when the National 
Anthem was sung, the interrupters replied 
with “ The Red Flag.”

‘ED BY THE LONDON

The London County Council has decided 
that it will in future employ no more married 
women doctors. 

There are at present three married women 
doctors out of a staff of 34 in the Public 
Health Department, and they will not be 
affected. 

“The employment of married women 
doctors should be encouraged, and the action 
of the L.C.C. is to be deplored,’’ said Dr. 
Octavia Lewin, of Wimpole, street, London, 
to an interviewer, ‘‘A woman doctor who 
is married is of more value than one who is 
not, and it is going to be most detrimental 
to the rising generation if women in any 
profession are to be prevented from working 
after marriage. 

“A married woman . doctor brings more 
exverience to her work. and this is 6f special 
value in the London County Council’s work, 
where so many women and children are con- 
cerned. 

“Tt is absurd to imagine that a woman 
doctor who has alwevs been extremely busy, 
and then marfice. will have all her time taken 
up by looking after her house and husband.“

RECKLESS CITIZENS. 


(Before Mr. Justice Sullivan.) 

It is stated that there is no city in the 
world where there is so much reckless driving 
as in Dublin; and, on the other hand, it is 
also stated that there is no city where there 
is so much recklessness amongst pedestrians,” 
said Mr. Justice Sullivan to a jury at the 
Central Criminal Court, Dublin, yesterday, 
when Denis Nowman, a driver empleyed by 
the Henry Street Warehouse Company, was 
charged with having caused the death of a 
boy named William Wilson in Cork street on 
the 22nd May last. 

The boy, who was aged fifteen years; was 
walking across the street opposite his house, 
when, according to the evidence, he was 
struck by a motor lorry driven by the accused 
man and died Jater in the Meath Hospital. 
The defence was that the accused man was

that he sounded his horn; that the boy ran 


out in front of the lorry from a stationary 
car and was crushed, and that the accused 
man did all that he could to avoid the 
accident. 

The jury found Newman not guilty, and 
he was discharged.

ATTEMPTED DROWNING CHARGE
